others; but your Confuſed Noiſes and Temple-ſongs is but as Howlinp 
in God's Ears, and his Childrens Ears in this day ; for there the Proud 
and Scornful Sing Falfly, and ſay, that they are not Proud and Scorn- 
fuls becauſe David faid ſo, Pſal. 131. and ſo with, and amongft you 
is David's Palms in words uſed, but: the Hply Life and Innoceat Love 
that he Lived in, in Deeds denied, and fo the Lord can take no Plea- 
ſure in you. 

And for that Scripture thou bringeſt of Aaron and his Sons Bleſſing 
the Tribes of /ſracl in the Name of God : And Pau/'s commending of 
the Churches in the cloſure of his Epiſtles to the Grace of God, makes 
as little for your cuſtomary (Bleſſings of, and ipeaking Peace” to the 
Wicked for ſelf-ends, as the Preaching of Chriſt doth for your Daub- 
ing and Divining for Mony ; for you are neither of Aaron's Order, 
nor of ChriſPs Anointing; and ſo wafb you, and make you clean, and 
put away the Evil of your Domgs, and God will Blels you, but not other- 
wiſe z and better will it be for you to have the loweſt place in that 
_ than the uppermoſt Room where you ſtand in the Curſed 
Ground. 

O«. 17. Thy Seventeenth and next Query is; Hath not Chriſt 
Jeſus ſent out his Miniſters to Diſciple bim all Nations, and to Baptize 
them in the Name of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, and Promiſed 
to be with them to the end of the World? Afar. 28. 19, 20, ls not that 
Baptiſm with Water? And having ſet down ſome Scripcures that ſpeaks 
of waſhing with Water, thou crieſt, Are not they then contrary to 
Chriſt and his Apoſtles that deny Water- Baptiſm ? 

Arſw, To which I anſwer, That all this, if it were granted thee, is 
nothing at all to thine and thy Brethrens PraAice, wh take a little 
Water and ſprinkle it on a Childs Face, calling it Chriſt”s Baptiſm ;, for 
there was Diſcipling, and Confeſling: of Faith, and the Holy Ghoſt, 
before Baptizing, which cannot groundecly, by you, be ſaid of Infants 
of a day old, or fo; and this thou ſaweſt, which made thre ſo buſie in 
the words of that Quety there following, to p:0:e Infants ſprinkling :

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And firſt, Thou goeſt about to prove-igs by ſaying; The Scripture 1662 
intimates that the Children of Believing Parents are Diſciples, A#s 
15.10. I ſay to the Children of Light, this Scripture intimates no ſuch 
thing art al!, but plaioly holds forth the contrary ; for the words there 
are, Why tempt ye God to put a Toke upon the Diſciples Necks, which nes- 

ther our Fathers nor we were able to bear ? Now theſe Diſciples here ſpoken 
of, were not Natural lafants, but grown Men, Chriſtian Believers, as 
the Firſt, and the Twenty-third, and Tweaty-fourth Verſes of th 
age Fifteenth Chapter do plainly ſhew ; and ſo if thou hadſt not bee 
a Blind follower of the Blind Guide Richard Baxter, whoſe Argument 
this is, thou wouldſt not, it's like, have offered to bring this for this 
purpoſe, for it ſhames you all for ever : But this Argument being too 
weak for thee, thou endeavoureſt by another Argument, as little to 
the purpoſe, to prove the Natural Infants Subje&ts of Water-Baptiſm, 
becauſe, ſay*{t thou, they have received the Holy Ghoſt, or elſe how 
could the Kingdom of God conſiſt of ſuch? To this I anſwer and fay, 
'Y But which of the Natural Infants which you ſprinkle hath the Holy 
Ghoſt, and which not? How ye to ſee this difference? Or, you 
will ſay, that all have it ; if ſo, then may People have the Holy Ghoſt 
ordinarily by Natural Birth, without hearing; then where is your 
great Glorying of your Words or Sermons ? But to proceed, thou 
ſay'ſt, Can we imagine thac God will give them the Kingdom, and 

' deny them Water-Baptiſm ? I anſwer, God wiil give the Kingdom of 

Heaven to whom it belongeth, and it conſiſteth not in outward Obſer- 
vation or Waſhings, as Dipping, or Sprinkling, or ſo, but in Righ- 

teouſneſs, Peace, and Joy in the Holy Ghoſt : And thou that, with the . 

Papiſts, attributes ſo much to Water-Baptiſm, how comes it to paſs, 

that after all your Sprinkling the Children, as they grow up in Years, 

many grow up in ſo much Wickedneſs and Vanity; as is every where 
manifeſt ? And as concerning Children of Believing Parents, - we deny 
them to- be Believers that hate the Light, and believe not-in' it, but 

ſay, it # Inſufficient, as before is d:clared. But as for that Ada: 28. 

which thon and thy Erethren uſually bring for. your Cuſtomrof Preach- 

ing, and Sprinkling of Infants; I ſay, it makes nothing for you, who 
fe down in ſome Fat Benefice or other, as times favour you, and there 

Divine from the Letter, as is ſaid, an Hours Diſcouſe or two in a 

Week to the People for Mony : Why go you not into all Nations, as 

they did, and Diſciple the Turks and Indians, if you will be warranted 

by this Scripture ? But whereas you take the Apoſtles for your Ex- 
ample, I query firſt, When did ever the Apoſtles go to the Schools 
of the World ſo many Years to be made Miniſters ? Did ever the 

Apoliles ſeek to the Magiſtrates to compel People to pay them. Wages, 
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as you do, or compel People by, their Swordto conform'to Chriſtian 
Doetrine'? Or when did they ſprinkle Infants, receive Tythes of the 
People, or Sing David's Prayers, Qnakings in Rhime and Meeter, as 
you do? When were they called X4fter, as you are? And many the 
like things, wherein ycu differ as much from the Apoſtles, as Dark- 
neſs from Light, whereby you ſhew your ſelves to be Guided by a 
contrary Spirit, (to wit ) the*Spirit of Error"; $o for ever be ſilent, 
and ſtop your Mouths, for you are both our of the Apoſtles Doctrine 
aud Practice, -as your Fruits make you manifeſt. 

: 2.18. Thy Eighteenth Query is concerning the Supper z and thou 
askeſt, Rath not Chriſt Jeſas given us his own Example for the Celebra- 
ting of bs Laſt Supper? And hath not the Apoſtle Faul delivered -it to 
the Church, and Command:d the Saints to do it in Remembrance of 
Chriſt, and thereby ro ſhew forth the Lords Death till be come again ? 

Anſw, The Lora*s Supper we own; for Bubold I ftand at the Door and 
knock, ſaith Chriſt, and if any Man hear my Voice, and ojen to me, I will 
come in and ſupwith him, apd he with me: And for the Doftrine of 
Chriſt, his Eating and Drinking with bis Diſciples, ſo we own it in 
its place, and for its time ; but what js that to you, who are both 
out of the DoQrine and PraQice of the Apoſtles, as by your Fruits is 
manifeſt ? Ana Jo yow Eat and Drink unworihily, and theriby are guilty of 
the Body and Blood of Chrijt ; and ſo Eat and Drink Damnation ts your 
ſelves, and do not diſcern the” Lord*s Boty : Ard ſo in witnelling againſt 
you and your Pradtices in this State, we neither Vilifie Men, nor Jeſus 
Chriſt, And thou ſay'ſt, What a vain pretence is it to ſay, We Ear 
Chriſt Spiritually ? I ſay, it it vain, if ic be but in Pretence ; but if 
it be in Truth, it is the greateſt thing, for it is Eternal Life ; and he 
that thus Feeds upon ChriſPs Bcdy is Alive to God : But you in all, 
your other Eatings and Drinkings, are Dead whil'ſt you Live : Aud 
ſo of you, that would keep People always in the Figures and Signs, 
ſaying, The coming of Chriſt, ſpoken of 1 Cor. 11. 26. is never to be 
witneſſed bere : | demand, Whether that Cup which the Apoſtle ſaid, 


: The Cup of Bleſſing which we Bleſs, is it not the Communion of the Blood 


of Chriſt And the Bread which we Break, is it not the Communion of the 
Body of Chriſt : For we being *many are one Body, and one Bread; for me 
are all Partakers of that one Bread, 1 Cor. 10. 15, 16, 17. I ſay, Whe- 
ther. was this outward Bread and Wine, yea or nay. : 
Q«. 19. And in the-n-xt Query thou comeſt over with thele things 
azain, ſaying, How can thoſe Perſons be Faithful to Chriſt Jeſus, 'and 
Ob:diecnt to his Goſpel,* that refuſe to Pray, and Sing Pſalms, and 
Bzptize with Warter,and receive the Lord's Supper ? |

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1 anſwer and ſay, If any diſobey God in any thing he commands 164% 
them unto, whether in any of theſe things, or in any other, they are +yv 


not Faithful to Chriſt and his Goſpel; bir thoſe People thou here 
ſecretly ſhoots at, are taught to obey God in all his Requirings, and 
ſo to Glorifie him in their Bodies and Spirits, which are his ; and fo 
are we clear before the Lord from: this thy Charge, and alſo from 
that which follows ; for we Revile none, much leſs thoſe that in 
Conſcience of their Duty to God obſerve them or any thing elſe : And 
ſo the Reviler muſt lodge in thine own Bed, who fears not to Revile 
and ſpeak Evil of ſuch in theſe days, as in Conſcience to their known 
Duty to God, Worthip him in Spirit and in Truth. 

But yo1 whoſe Fear towards God is taught by the Preceptis of Men, 
in vain is all your Worſhip; for 1 Teſtifie for the Lord, that what-

Congregations to thoſe tlat-{ollowed Chriſt : Nay, nay, for though 
there was One Devil, yet there was Eleven Saints ; but when You 3re 
ſearched, ſcarce One of many Twelves that hath any true Fear of G2d 
beforz their Eyes is to b2 found amongſt you. | 

Ou. 20. And whereas in tliy laſt Query thou askeſt, Whether thoſe 
Perions thit have Experienced the Operation of the Spirit cf God 11 
the Goſpels Preaching and Adminiſtrations, Convinciog their Conſcicn- 
ces, Melting the Hearts, Humbling the Spirits, and Turning them from 
Darkneſs to Light, and have afcerwards Taſted much Sweerneſs, and 
have felt Soul-Raviſhing Comforts in the Enjoyment of God in Ordi- 
nances, have not the Witneſs in themſelves that God doth own theſe, 
and Bleſs theſe Priviledges to them, I anſwer, Yea, it is thus with 
all that, in Truth, have the Witneſs in themſelves, that God doth 
own theſe, and Bleis theſe Priviledges to them.
